The  panel  report  on  the  case 
was  never  adopted,  due  to  division  of  the  membership  along  the 
lines  of  majority  and  dissenting  opinion.  Read  the  entire  panel 
report  critically,  and  be  prepared  to  discuss  how  you  would  have 
advised  your  government  to  vote  in  the  case.  The  final 
settlement  in  the  case  is  reported  on  pages  126-128. 

In  addition,  read  and  prepare  to  discuss  the  Article  III: 4 
ruling  in  the  panel  report  on  EC  Oilseeds  Subsidies,  129-135.

NULLIFICATION  AND  IMPAIRMENT.  Read  the  Australian  Subsidy 
and  German  Sardines  cases  on  pages  136-143,  and  be  prepared  to 
discuss  the  legal  rulings  in  each  case.  Then,  read  and  prepare 
to  discuss  the  most  recent  such  ruling  --  the  other  half  of  the 
EC  Oilseeds  Subsidy  case,  pages  144-151.  If  time  permits,  we 
shall  also  discuss  the  three  other  problem  cases  outlined  on 
pages  152-153.
